Harvard Sails For Annapolis 


Late Monday Afternoon, 


Flag Raising at the Camp—Two More 


Deaths Daring Day. 


The officers in charge of Camp Long 


at Seavey's island intend to thoroughly 
instill into the memories of the "Dons" 
the duties of Americans and to keep 
the lessons of our flag before them. At 
four o'clock *n Monday afternoon a 
large ensign was given to the breeze 
from a fifty two foot staff 
The honor 


of hoisting the flag over the camp fell 
to Rear Admiral C. C. Carpenter, U. S. 
N., commandant of the yard aud sta- 
tion. Colonel Forney and his officers 
at present arms were present and with 
the music the ceremony 
was very 


pretty. 


The day was one of the liveliest since 


the landing of the piisoners and Car- 
penter Joseph B. Fletcher, U. S. N., 
and his men are kept on the move and 
they will be kept at work for a number 
of days. 


Orders were received on Monday pa- 


rolling all the" officers and they will now 
be allowed to visit this city when they 
choose. 


The general health of all tho men In 


the stockade is good. 


Orders \vero received on Monday al- 


lowing six nurses from the stockade to 
be usnd at tho naval hospital, but the 
officers refused to vouch for their re- 
turn and Colonel Forney ordered them 
back to the stockade aud will refuse to 
release them. 


Many of the Spaniards now assist in 


preparing tho meals and do general 
work about the camp. 


The arrangement of the guards and 


batteries at the camp makes au out- 
break out of the question. Said Cap 
tain ItusBcll: "you could not drive 
the Spaniards from that stcckude. They 
are just beginning to find out what 
real life is." 


Colonel Forney is enforcing the rule 


to allow no visitors to enter the stock- 
ade. 


THE HARVARD SAILS. 


The cruiser Harvard, which has been 


viewed by thousands of people in this 
city during the past four days, sailed for 
New Yerk at G:30 o'clock on Monday 
evening. Navy yard ferry 132 went 
down tho harbor at 5:15 o'clock, and 
took off two Spanish surgeons and 
landed them here and the big warship 
prepared to get under way. Pilot John 
Amazeeu took her out to sea and the 
| ship sailed with only her own officers 
and crew aboard. 
During the after- 


noon Captain James Sylvester of the 
yard went down to examine some of the 
marine valves on the Harvard's bottom 
and made certain repairs. Captain Cot- 
ton paid a visit 
during the day.

NOTES. 


Naval physician Dr. A. C, Heffenger 


of this port has recommended to Sur- 
geon General Wyman that the Harvard 
go into quarantine at New York for 
thorough disinfection. 


The prisoners who died Monday after- 


noon were buried last night in the little 
cemetery on the northeast corner of 
Slavey's island. One was a lad of 22, a 
member of the Cristobal Colon's crew, 
and the other a sailor from the Viscaya. 
It wac just dusk when the funeral party 
reached the place where the two graves 
had been dag. 
A simple service, three 


volleys from the marine guard, the: 
•onnding of "taps" by the bugler, and 
the grave diggers began to throw the 
earth in. 


Colonel Forney today forwarded to 


Washington to the navy department a 
large amount of mail matter written by 
the prisoners. It is marked from camp 
Long to Sec. Long for inspection. 


At present there are fifty one cota in 


the new hospital pavilion, bnt when the 
second is completed there will be thirty 
cots in each. 


The flag that will fly over camp Long 


was raised with quite imposing ceremo- 
nies at 4 o'clock on Monday afternoon, 
Rear Admiral Carpenter and a number 
of ladies being present. The ensign is 
a handsome one 22x12 feet in dimension 
and floats from a pole 52 feet bigh, situ- 
ated in front of the officers' quarters. At 
the bate of the staff is a 3-inch rifle to 
be used as a sunset gnu and for more 
deadly use if required. 


Tbe story ia told aboard the Harvard 


that one of the prisoners on board has 
sixty thousand dollars in gold and jew 
els in bis possession. This sounds much 
like a fairy tele, bnt it is implicitly be- 
liewd by the Harvard erew. 


A diver was at work all day Monday 


cleaning oat the tea valves of the Bar- 


vard and when the work was completed 
Captain Cotton ordered the anchors 
weighed, and at 4.30 the big cruiser 
steamed out of the harbor, bound for 
New York, where she will receive a 
thorough cleaning, after which she will 
take the Spanish officers to Annapolis. 


The prevailing idea among the pris 


oners seems to be that when the army 
and navy get back to Spain there will 
be trouble for the present government 
as they claim that they have been treat- 
ed like dogs. This idea of ill treatment 
and a s^nse of wrong inflicted Ts the 
same among both officers and men. 


One of the sick prisoners brought 


ashore on Monday from the Harvard 
died late that 
afternoon. 
He was 


death-stricken before he was taken 
from the ship, but rallied slightly and 
sustained the removal to the barge, 
fairly well. 


Capt. Rnsspll at Camp Long detected 


four 
Spanish guerrillas among the 


Hauard's consignment of prisoner?, 
and wonders how they oame aboard a 
ship. 


One of the first things done when the 


Harvard arrived here was the establish- 
ment of a carrier pigeon service be- 
tween her and the navy yard by Litut. 
John \V. Hagenman. 


In paroling the officers on Friday 


they were only taken for fifteen days, 
as the law of Spain does not allow a 
parole of a longer period. The parole 
can bo renewed as often as required. 


A breach-loading guu of 3 inch cali- 


bre was planted neai the flagpole, tents 
have been pitched about the stockade, 
and tonight Camp Long has a thorough- 
ly military aspect. Captain Russell is 
officer of the day, while Captain Kelton 
is in charge of the marine barracks at 
the navy yard. There are eight gat- 
tlmg guns within easy view of the camp. 


Occasionally the prisoners will crowd 


together when thpy are being fed, but 
they are easily kept back by the point 
of a_bayonet. 


An amusing incident was witnessed 


today when a prwonei'a whiskers were 
trimmed. 
He sal upon a rock with a 


pail of water near him, a companion 
the shears, and a marine stood near him. 
A peaked board adorned his features, 
when he left his improvised chair. 


Col. Janes Forney asks that the 


ladies will furnish him white band.s 
some three inches wide, with a red mal- 
tese crosu sewed in the center, for the 
use of the Spanish nurses at the hospi- 
tal, that they may be known from the 
other prisoners. 


Among the important orders today 


from Colonel Forney was one for the 
release of the Christobal Colon's ship's 
writer, who has beenjconfined in double 
irons on account of his queer actions, 
the report being that ho was demented. 
Col. Forney held a private examination 
of the man Sunday evening and found 
that his condition arose from abuse 
while at Santiago. He was warned 
against making trouble in camp, and 
told that if he did he would be put ia 
double irons there to remain as long as 
the camp should exist. 


That the prisoners are being treated 


kindly is shown by the fact that today 
Mrs. Sands, wife of Capt. Sands of the 
Columbia, who is a resident of the navy 
yard, asked carpenter Fletcher if there 
was anything the prisoners were in need 
of that had not been supplied by the 
government, and on 
being informed 


that there was nothing except mosquito 
netting for covering their windows, she 
sent two large packages to be used on 
the windows of the building used by the 
Spanish officers. 


Col. Forney, the commandant of the 


camp, and his men are besieged with 
requests from all parts of the country 
for souvenirs from the Spanish prison- 
ers, and today a letter was received 
from the far west asking for Cervera's 
autograph. 


This new hospital building is 100x50 


feet, with slanting roof and a ventilating 
hood on the ridge, running the length 
of the building. At one end a room is 
partitioned off and divided into two 
apartments for the us of the nurses. 
There are six beds in each room. 
The 


rear end of the building is used for 
closets and a bath room, with set tubs. 
In th« main ward fifty-one beds have 
been set up, each supplied with a 
spring, mattress, two sheets, a blanket, 
spread and pillow. As each patient was 


A NOVEL. SCENE- 


The scene 
on the shore of the 


prison front on Seavey's island ou Mon- 
day afternoon, between five and six 
o'clock, presented a most novel and in- 
teresting picture. The prisoners had 
just fioisued their afternoon meal and 
had swarmed to the -water's edge to 
wash their bowls, plates and spoons. 
The clatter of the dishes and the laugh- 
ter and animated conversation of the 
prisoners made such a babel of noises 
that they could plainly be heard on the 
Newcastle shore. 
Hundreds ol boats 


gathered in front of the Spaniards on 
the beach and watched them at their 
work and enjoyed the animated scene, 
for the "Dons" seejued happy as larks 
and evidently greatly pleased at the at- 
tention shown them. Many ladies in 
the boats had provided 
themselves 


with kodaks and hundreds of pictures 
were taken of the prisoners that will 
prove valuable souvenirs oi the Ameri- 
can-Spanish war as time goes by. 
The 


Spaniards enjoyed having their pictures 
taken and many of them gathered in 
groups and posed in picturesque atti- 
tudes and waited their turns for the 
camera 
A colored prisoner, black as 


erebus, waded out into the water up to 
his knees and striking his bowl and 
plate together to attract 
attention, 


placed his hands by his side, rolled the 
whites of his eyes heav enw ard and stood 
expectant. Scores of kodaks snapped 
aud the colored sailor triumphantly re- 
joined bis comrades on the shore. A 
lady in one of the boats threw a bunch 
of flowers into the water near the shore 
and instantly twenty or more of the 
prisoners struggled for the possession 
of the trophy. The Spaniard who cap- 
tured the bouquet was generous, how - 
ever, and divided the flowers among his 
comrades, who proudly held aloft the 
mementoes, bowing and smiling to the 
lady who throw them into the water. 
After the dishes had been washed many 
sat in groups on the bank, some of 
them singing the songs of their native 
laud, some p'aying cards, others writ- 
ing letterr home and all of them appar- 
ently pleased with the situation fixed 
upon them. It was a scene never be- 
fore witnessed in the harbor of Ports- 
mouth, but its repetition is likely to 
happen every pleasant day in the sum- 
mer weeks to follow. 


HE KNOWS MORE NOW.

THE LESSER PROBLEM 


Ona of the strong reasons assigned by 


the "anti-imperialists" for keeping clear 
of Gnba and Hawaii, or Porto Bico and 
the Philippines, is the possibility of 
some of this territory being seized in 
time of war. The only way to prevent 
this, runs one argument, wonld be for 
the United States to maiatain a fleet in 
the Pacific and another in the Gulf of 
Mexico, powerful enough to defend 
both islands. Of course it has not oc- 
curred to these able strategists that 
•while an enemy's fleet was seizing 
Hawaii our fleets could be returning 
the compliment in some other part of 
the world. As for Cuba, an attack on 
that island, or even Porto Eico, would 
be practically an attack on onr present 
ooaat, and the defence of one wonld be 
the defence of the other. As for Hawaii 
or the Pbilipines, we have now, and 
•hall continue to have, an Asiatic 
squadron. 
With all due respect to the 


•trategbts, it may be said that what we 
•hall do with conquered Spanish ter- 
ritory is much more of a problem than 
how we should defend it were it to be- 
come part of the United States. 


Now For Porto Rico. 


WASHINGTON, Jnly 18.—The Porto 


Rico expedition, under Gen. Miles, has 
started, the cruiser Yale, with Gen- 
Miles, staff and troops, being the first 
boat to get away. 
Gen. Miles will be 


followed by an army of 30,000 troops. 
It is expected that the Yale will reach 
Porto Eico on Friday. The transports 
carrying troops from this country have 
no naval convoy. It is the purpose of 
Gen. 
Miles to make the Porto Eico 


campaign a short one. An overwhelm- 
ing force will bo thrown into the is- 
land. A body of troops from Tampa, 
numbering 13,000 men, are now em- 
barking. The expedition will be par- 
ticularly strong in artillery. Gen. 
Brooke will take with him from Chicka- 
mauga park, the First and Second Bri- 
gades of his Army corps. The navy 
will co-operate as in the Santiago cam- 
paign. It is hoped and believed that 
the victory will be a bloodless one. 


A Historic Paper. 


WASHINGTON, Jnly 18.—A state paper 


that will be historic was issued^ tonight 
by direction of President McKinley. 
It provides in general terms for the 
government of the province of Santiago 
de Cuba, and i§ the first document of 
the kind ever prepared by a president 
Of the United States. By 
order of 


General Alger the document was cabled 
to General Shatter tonight. The paper is 
not only the authorization and instruc 
tion of General Shatter for the gov- 
ernment of the 
captured territory, 


but also a proclamation to the peo 
pie of the territory of the intentions of 
the government of the United States re- 
garding them and their interests. It 
marks the final establishment of a new 
protective power in Cuba, and insures 
to the people of the territory absolute 
security in the exercise of their private 
rights and relations as well as to the 
security of their parsons and property. 


Manzanillo Again Attacked. 


LONDON, July 18.—A special despatch 


from Havana, dated Monday, says 
seven American warships again bom- 
barded Manzanillo this morning. Three 
steamers of the Mendez line were set 
on fire. Several gunboats that were in 
the harbor came out in defence of the 
town, but they were stranded. 


Coast Signals Reduced. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—The navy de- 


partment has decided to curtail the 
coast signal service, allowing stations al 
Eockport, Me., Cape Cod and Block 
Island. It is believed that the Spanish 
fleet is not likely to come to the Unitec 
States. 


Tariff For Santiago. 


WASH- \GTON, Jnly 18.—The presi 


dent has signed the war tariff for San 
tiago, and takes effect tomorrow. I 
endorses the rates -which have been en 
forced by the government of Spain, al 
though the harbor entrance fees havi 
been reduced. 


Typhoid At Camp Alger. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—The preva 


lence of typhoid fever is the principa 
subject engaging the authorities a 
Camp Alge-. There are fifty cases ii 
the hospital, with seven deaths in th 
last three days.

Washington, July 18.—With the San- 


tiago 
campaign 
successfully 
closed 


there was a lull in the activity of the 
war and navy departments today, and 
the officials expressed the belief that 
the stirring: developments of the last 
few weeks would now give way to the 
details of occupying Santiago, the ship- 
ping of Spanish prisoners to Spain, cop- 
Ing with the yellow fever, and prepara- 
tion for the next aggressive campaign. 
No reports from General Shatter or Ad- 
rolral Sampson were received during the 
early part of the day. 


A dispatch was received late last 


night, stating that the entire number of 
fever cases up to that time did not ex- 
ceed 300. This lowered the estimate by 
one-half from that given in press dis- 
patches, and was a source of satisfac- 
tion to the authorities. Colonel Alden 
acting surgeon general, says the situa- 
tion Is much'less serious than would ap- 
pear at first glance, for while the aggre- 
gate of 300 seems large, it Is relatively 
small when it Is remembered there are 
25,000 troops at the front. 


Surgeon Arthur, a New Yorker, has 


been given carte banche to get together 
at the earliest moment a large number 
of contract doctors and nurses familiar 
with fever cases. They will go to Santi- 
ago ou the Resolute, which leaves the 
American line pier tomorrow morning. 
Many anxious inquiries from relatives 
|and friends of soldiers are coming to 
the war department owing to the fever 
reports. 


This has led to the consideration of 


the practicability of getting the full list 
of fever patients, mainly as a means of 
relieving the anxiety of those whose 
friends are not affected. 
It Is thought 


such a list will be available in a day or 
BO. 
In the meantime inquiries liave 


brought dellnlte inf jrmation that Brig- 
adier General Dulfield, whose condition 
has been open to so much doubt, was 
down with a mild case of fever. It is 
giving the surgeons no apprehension, as 
the attack is yielding readily to treat- 
ment. 


The president held a conference on 


the war situation at noon with Secreta- 
ries Day, Long and Alger, Adjutant 
eneral Corbin and others. It is believed 
plans to Porto Rico's invasion were un- 
der consideration. 


The plans for sending Commodore 


Watson's eastern squadron to Spain 
have reached a point where naval offi- 
cials are considering the exact day of 
departure, and It is said that positive 
orders have been given that prepara- 
tions must be brought to a close at once 
with a view to having everything in 
readiness by the end of this week. 


Two of the colliers which are to ac- 


company the expedition are at Norfolk 
for the purpose of having light batteries 
placed on them. The officer in charge 
of the work estimates that it would take 
two weeks more to get those batteries 
together and have them mounted. This 
meant delay, and an order has been giv- 
en that tHe work be completed this 
week, or else that the colliers go with- 
out their light batteries. 


The same view is taken as to the con- 


dition of the ships. The fleet officers 
would like to have the ships' bottoms 
scraped and considerable overhauling 
done. But this means delay, and the 
disposition here is to have the cleaning 
and repairing done as well as possible 
by the men on the ships so that every- 
thing will be in readiness by the end of 
the week or soon thereafter.

The following telegram was received 


from Dr. Lagurde regarding tbe case 
of General Dutlield. It was dated yes- 
terday, Ufft did not come to hand until 
today: 


"General Duffield has yellow fever; is

General Duftield is a man of vigorous

The United States will take immediate 


steps to collect the customs revenues at 
Santiago as a war contribution and It Is 
not improbable that a government cus- 
toms office \\I11 be opened there and 
ready for business aa early as tomorrow 
morning. This action will be taken pend- 
ing the fina-l settlement of the question 
of the Btautus of Cuba, after the close ol 
the war. Secretary Gag* and Assistant 
Secretary Ho well ar« busily engaged 
today in going over the customs sched- 
ules which have been In force under 
Spanish rule, and It IB expected that a 
telegram embodying the principal feat- 
ures of the new schedules may be sent 
to General Shatter tonight. 


The new rates will follow more or less 


flosely those hitherto In force in Cuba, 
and will make no discriminations in fa- 
vor of or against citizens of any foreign 
power, including tUe United States. Any 
inconsistencies ami excessive levies, 
however, will be corrected as soon as 
possible. Within a day or two a customs 
expert will be designated to take charge 
of the details of the work under the gen- 
eral direction of the military governor 
of the surrendered territory, as has be«n 
done In the Philippines, and as rapidly 
aa possible printed forms, schedules and 
iccord books will be sent forward. 


The appointments to the staff of the 


Hawaiian commission have been made, 
composed largely of employes of the 
senate and house of representatives. 
The purpose of this was to reduce ex- 
penditures, none of those who accom- 
panied the party receiving any compen- 
sation except the official stenographer. 
Senator Cullom, chairman of the com- 
mission, will sail from San Francisco 
about Aug. 10, and it is expected that 
the party will remain in Hawaii until 
about the time congress convenes.

General' Brooke had another confer- 


ence today with Secretary Alger in ref- 
erence to the preparations for the Porto 
Rican expedition. The general reports 
that his army is now ready, and it Is 
believed that they can be embarked 
within a fortnight. While a positive se- 
lection has not been made, it Is under- 
stood that Newport News will be the 
port of departure of the larger part of 
the expedition. The army of occupa- 
tion is expected to consist ot about 25,- 
000 men, as It has been decided to take 
no chances of repeating the mistake 
made In Shatter's case of landing with 
an Insufficient force and then being 
obliged to lie idle at a critical moment 
awaiting reinforcements. Tbe employ- 
ment of an overpowering force is also 
expected to save bloodshed. 


Admiral Sampson's report on the de- 


struction of the Cejrvera squadron has 
not yet reached the navy department. 
The report is coming by one of the aux- 
iliary craft, and will be on hand within 
the next few days. 


Colonel Daniel W. Benham, command- 


ing the Seventh Infantry, having been 
reported Incapacitated for further ac- 
tive service, has been placed on the re- 
tired list of the army. He has an excel- 
lent record. 


The first Spanish battle flag cap- 


tured In Cuba by the American army 
reached the war department today. It 
was consigned to General Corbin, who 
displayed it to view on the back of a 
chair In his office. The flac Is a small 
one, measuring only about two by four 
feet, and la poorly constructed of cheap 
material. It was captured by Company 
B, First United States Infantry, regu- 
lars.

QUIET AT MANILA. 


Hong Kong, July 18.—The German 


Cormoran, from Manila on July 15. has 
arrived here.

The In- 
surgents had not advanced, the sec- 
ond American contingent had not ar- 
rived, and all the ships of the American 
fleet were at Cavite.

A special dispatch from Washington 


to the Boston Herald reads as follows: 


Preliminary examinations of sites for 


the location of the new dry docks at the 
Boston and Portsmouth navy yards 
have been ordered by the navy depart- 
ment, under direction of civil engineers 
detailed to t isit each and select the most 
available ground. The dock at Boston 
is to be the largest and most expensive 
of the five for which congress made pro- 
vision, and will not be far from the old 
granite dock built in 1848, and declared 
by naval experts to be as sound no\\ as 
the day it was first used. 


This new dock is to be of concrete 


and masonry, will cost more than $1,- 
000,000, and should be in service years 
after ships now afloat have been con- 
demned and s ./Id. A masonry dock is 
said to be proof against weather, marine 
worm and wear, and when once built is 
almost indestructible. 


At Portsmouth a large wooden dock 


is to be constructed, capable of accom- 
modating the largest warships that can 
ascend the river to the navy yard 
wharves., The site for this dock will 
probably be near the present timber 
dock and not far from the big cranes 
which -were once used for hoisting 
masts in and out of tho old wooden ves- 
sels. 


Civil Engineer Endmott, chief of the 


yards and docks bureau, is now at work 
perfecting the plans for all these docks, 
as well as a big floating steel structure 
to be located at Algeris, La., and large 
enough to hold the biggest battleships 
of the navy. He regrets that congress 
should not have provided that all the 
new docks be of stone and masonry, 
instead of timber, but expectb that even 
the latter class will be the best yet built 
for the navy. Bids will be called for 
early in August to build these docks.
